Knew About Explosions 


in That City. 


OUTSIDERS TO „ BLAME 


Indianapolis, Jan. 8.—Spurgeon P. 


Mesdows, prominent labor leader and 
business agent of the district council of 
the International Brotherhood of Cw- 
pcnters and Joiners, today came for- 
ward with the declaration tht out-of- 
town men caused the four dynamite ex- 
plosions in this city a-t midnight of Oc- 
tober 24, 1909. 


This followed the statement of Chatlei 


A. Bookwalter, former mayor, that local 
labor leaders were informed by him two 
years ago as to who had directed the 
explosions against property of Albert 
Von Spreckelsen, an open shop contrac- 
tor. 


Meadows' assertion was made in con- 


nection with a report that the federal 
authorities wero investigating •whethei 
other unions were interested with the 
iron workers in having the Von Spreck- 
elscn property destroyed. 


Knew Much of Conspiracy. 


Conferences of men alleged to hav« 


accomplished the explosions wero held 
in a hotel owned by John Halfman, who 
said today he had testified before the • 
county grind jury last year that Mead- 
ows attended some of these conferences. 
This Meadows denied, but he admitted 
meeting at Halfman's place walking del- 
egates for unions that were endeavoring 
to persuade non-union men to quit work 
on one of Von Spreckelsen's contracts 
near by.- 


"Thre- weeks before the Von Spreck- 


elsen explosions," said Halfman, "two 
men who said they were from Chicago ' 
and whose names I do not..remember 
rented a room from me. 
They were 


brought by the business agent here of 
a certain "union. He told me the Chi- 
cago men were in the business of fright- 
ening off 'scab' workmen and 'fixing' 
non-union jobs. He said they were here 
,to 'fix' the local situation.
